Indiana will benefit by the pension 
law recently passed by Congress to 
tile extent of more than $2,000,000 a 
year, according to estimates by In­ 
diana members of Congress, 
Count­ 
ing 2,000 to the district, there are 
33,800 v e t e r a n s in Indiana who are 
eligible to increases. 
The average in­ 
crease under the new law will be $01 
la year, and if 33.800 Indiana sobbers 
draw that amount each, the total will 
I be $2,001,800 per annum. 
Owing, 
however, to the advanced age of the 
Civ il war veterans and the heavy a n ­ 
nual death rate, the allowance to In­ 
d ia n a . as to all other states, will be a 
{constantly diminishing quantity,

THE CONFEDERATE FLAG. 


H o w th e D esig n W as Finally Adaptec 
by th e So uth. 
R. T. Beauregard o f New Orleans 
gives the fo llo wing acco unt o f the de­ 
sign o f the Co nfederate flag 
“During the battle o f Manassas Gen 
eral Beauregard had o bserved the ditfi 
culty o f distinguishing o ur o wn fro m 
the enem y’s co lo rs and in o rder to pre 
vent all erro rs in the future had de­ 
term ined to ado pt In his army a battle 
flag distinct in co lo r and design. 
He 
a t first so ught to pro cure a change in 
the Co nfederate flag itself, and Co lo nei 
W. F. Miles, then chairman o f the 
ho use military co mmittee, had caused 
at his request, a repo rt to be presented 
to that effect, but with no result. 
In 
a co nference between the then three 
senio r o fficers a t Fairfax Co urt Ho use 
iu September o ut o f fo ur designs fo r 
a battlefiag o ne presented by General 
Beauregard was ado pted. 
It was a red 
field with a diago nal blue cro ss, the 
latter edged with white and bearing 
white sta rs. 
To render It mo re po rt 
able it was made square instead o t 
o blo ng by o rder o f Geueral Jo hnsto n. 
“This beautiful design, by a strange 
co incidence, had been previo usly de­ 
vised 
by Co lo nel 
Miles aud reo o ra- 
mended fo r the Co nfederate flag to co n 
gress. then in sessio n at Mo ntgo mery 
in March. 1861. 
It had also been pro - 
po sed by Mr. Edw ard C. Hanco ck, at 
the request o f Co lo nel Jam es B. W al­ 
to n. at New Orleans in the mo nth o f 
April. 
It had been o ffered by Co lo nei 
Miles to General Beauregard In substi­ 
tutio n fo r o ne nearly similar In eni 
blein aud pattern, but different In the 
distributio n o f co lo rs, suggested to him 
by General Beauregard when the latter 
was seeking to pro cure a change In the 
Co nfederate flag. 
And it was no tv pro ­ 
po sal anew’ to the geueral by Co lo nel 
Walto n, who had Mr. Hanco ck's de­ 
sign. 
“Thus it will be seen that the design 
o f the Co nfederate bo ttJeflag was co n­ 
ceived and drawn lo ng befo re a Unio n 
so ldier had tried his skill in water 
co lo rs o n an o riginal which was no t 
and co uld never have reached the 
hands o f the general's lamented daugh­ 
ter.

Lo uisiana during the who le o f o ur un­ 
fo rtunate war and was seen by her 
father o nly at Its clo se.”
